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THE COMMANDS OF JESUS (PART 30) 

1. Ephesians 6:16-18 "Above all, taking the 
shield of faith, wherewith ye shall be able 
to quench all the fiery darts of the 
wicked. And take the helmet of salvation, 
and the sword of the Spirit, which is the 
word of God: Praying always with all prayer 
and supplication in the Spirit, and 
watching thereunto with all perseverance 
and supplication for all saints;" 

2. John 4:21-24 "Jesus saith unto her. 
Woman, believe me, the hour cometh, when ye 
shall neither in this mountain, nor yet at 
Jerusalem, worship the Father. Ye worship 
ye know not what: we know what we worship: 
for salvation is of the Jews. But the hour 
cometh, and now is, when the true 
worshippers shall worship the Father in 
spirit and in truth: for the Father seeketh 
such to worship him. God [is] a Spirit: and 
they that worship him must worship [him] in 
spirit and in truth." 

3. Deuteronomy 11:29 "And it shall come to 
pass, when the LORD thy God hath brought 
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thee in unto the land whither thou goest to 
Dossess it, that thou shalt put the 
Dlessing upon mount Gerizim, and the curse 
upon mount Ebal . " 

4. John 4:9 "Then saith the woman of 
Samaria unto him, How is it that thou, 
being a Jew, askest drink of me, which am a 
woman of Samaria? for the Jews have no 
dealings with the Samaritans." 

5. John 4:25-26 "The woman saith unto him, 

I know that Messias cometh, which is called 
Christ: when he is come, he will tell us 
all things. Jesus saith unto her, I that 
speak unto thee am [he]." 

6. Matthew 10:5 "These twelve Jesus sent 
forth, and commanded them, saying. Go not 
into the way of the Gentiles, and into 
[any] city of the Samaritans enter ye not:" 

7. John 4:5 "Then cometh he to a city of 
Samaria, which is called Sychar, near to 
the parcel of ground that Jacob gave to his 
son Joseph." 

8. Matthew 15:1-9 "Then came to Jesus 
scribes and Pharisees, which were of 
Jerusalem, saying, why do thy disciples 
transgress the tradition of the elders? for 
they wash not thei r hands when they eat 
bread. But he answered and said unto them. 
Why do ye also transgress the commandment 
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of God by your tradition? For God 
commanded, saying, Honour thy father and 
mother: and. He that curseth father or 
mother, let him die the death. But ye say. 
Whosoever shall say to [his] father or 
[his] mother, [It is] a gift, by whatsoever 
thou mightest be profited by me; And honour 
not his father or his mother, [he shall be 
free] . Thus have ye made the commandment of 
God of none effect by your tradition. [Ye] 
hypocrites, well did Esaias prophesy of 
you, saying. This people draweth nigh unto 
me with their mouth, and honoureth me with 
[their] lips; but their heart is far from 
me. But in vain they do worship me, 
teaching [for] doctrines the commandments 
of men. " 

9. Luke 22:19-20 "And he took bread, and 
gave thanks, and brake [it], and gave unto 
them, saying. This is my body which is 
given for you: this do in remembrance of 
me. Likewise also the cup after supper, 
saying. This cup [is] the new testament in 
my blood, which is shed for you." 

10. Matthew 26:26-28 "And as they were 
eating, Jesus took bread, and blessed [it], 
and brake [it], and gave [it] to the 
disciples, and said. Take, eat; this is my 
body. And he took the cup, and gave thanks, 
and gave [it] to them, saying. Drink ye all 
of it; For this is my blood of the new 
testament, which is shed for many for the 
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remission of sins." 

11. Romans 15:8 "Now I say that Jesus 
Christ was a minister of the circumcision 
for the truth of God, to confirm the 
promises [made] unto the fathers:" 

12. Galatians 3:7-9 "Know ye therefore that 
they which are of faith, the same are the 
children of Abraham. And the scripture, 
foreseeing that God would justify the 
heathen through faith, preached before the 
gospel unto Abraham, [saying]. In thee 
shall all nations be blessed. So then they 
which be of faith are blessed with faithful 
Abraham. " 
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
